Alberta leads the Dominion in 
the number of volunteers for active 
service and Alberta’s government 
was the first to offer a war gift to 
the Imperial government, a large 
portion of the half million bushels 
of oats being now on the way to the 
front. 

Alberta now leads the other prov- 
inces in special provision for the 
families of the men gone to the war 
and Premier Sifton is demonstrat- 
ing that he made no idle boast in 
saying that this province would 
give its last dollar and its last! 
man for the defence of the Empire 
should it be necessary. 


Why Make a Distinction? 


According to information given 
out from Ottawa, a separation 
allowance of $20 per month, to be 
issued fron Ottawa, has been auth- 
orized for the wives of all the men 
who have gone to the front. In 
addition further sums will be paid 
by the putriotic fund committee, 
which should be furnished with the 
names and addresses of all such 
wives, including those of army re- 
servists of the British, French and 
Belgian armies, who are residents 
of Canada. It would seem to be

The following Order-in Council dated 
Thursd'y Srd September, 1914 is pub 
lished for information 

His Royal Highness the Governor in 
Council, under and in virtue of the pro- 
visions of Sec. 6 of the War Measures 
Act 1914, is pleased to make and doth 
hereby make the following orders and 
regulations for prevention of the nse or 
possession of fire-arme, ammunition, 
dynamite, gunpowder or other dangerous 
explosive, within Canada by alien enem- 
ies : 

(1) The possession of fire-arms or 
any ammunition therefor, or of any dyn- 
amite, gunpowder or other dangerous 
explosive, within Canada by any alien 
enemy, is prohibited. 

(2) It shall be the duty of every such 
person within Canada having in his pos- 
session or upon his premises any fire- 
arms or any ammunition therefor or 
any dynamite, gunpowder or other dan- 
gerous explosive within ten days from 
the publication of this ordinance in the 
Canadian Gazette to cause such fire- 
artos, ammunition, dynamite, gun- 
powder or other dangerous explosive, to 
be delivered to a justice of the peace re- 
siding in or near the locality where such 
fire-arms, ammunition, dynamite, gun- 
powder, or other dangereus explosive 
are so had in possession or to an officer 
or constable of the R.N.W.M.P. 

(3) Any justice of the peace or any 
such officer or constable receiving such 
fire-arms, ammunition, dynamite, gun- 
powder, or other dangerous explosive, 
shall give to the person delivering the 
same a receipt therefor, and shall report 
the fact to the Chief Commissioner of 
Dominion Police or to the Commissioner 
of the R.N.W.M.P. Police, under whose 
direction the property so delivered shall 
be retained or otherwise disposed of.
